GREAT STORMS 


Hurricanes on the English 
| Coast. 


A Terrible List of Disasters on Both 
Land and Sea. 


Many Vessels Reported Driven Ashore 
and Dashed to Pieces. 


Great Damage Done at Dover and Many 
Other English Towns—Baildings 
Blown Down—A Theater 
Demolished. 


By Telegraph to The Times. | es 

Lonvon, Oct. 14.—[By Cable and the 
Associated Prets.] The furious gales 
which have been raging all over Eng- 
land, Ireland and South Scotland for 
over twenty-four hours continued to- 
day. Channel passenger boats, which 
usually venture outin the most severe 
weather, were unable tocross last night. 
From all sections come reports of 
damage done and lives endangered. It 
is impossible yet to give an approxi- 
mate idea of the damage done. 

At Hellensburg, a watering place on 
the Firth of Clyde, streets were flooded 
.and people driven from their homes. 
Two passenger trains running between 
Glasgow and Hellensburg were brought 
to a standstill by waves which threat- 
enedto wash away the tracks. The 
fires were put out and the engines were 
unable to move. Escape from the cars 
was impossible,» and all attempts to 
reach the travelers failed. 

Dispatches from Dover say that the 
hurricane was worse than the blizzard 
of March last. The Ostend boat was 
unable to approach near the shelter of 
the pier of Dover and was driven out to 
sea again, since which time she has not 
been heard of, but it is thought she 
reached some place of shelter elsewhere 
along the coast, and, telegraph wires 
being down, she has been unable to 
make her whereabouts known. 

Of recent years by the expenditure 
of immense sums of money Dover has 
been made a “‘harbor of refuge,’’ long, 
powerfully built jetties having been 
thrown out seaward and a huge granite 
pier, called the Admiralty pier, one- 
thrid of a mile long, having been 
built. At the commencement of the 
storm the pier and jetties were contip-' 
ually washed by waves, and now the” 
pounding the pier has received has 
been so severe that a at amount of 
damage has been done to-it, huge gran- 
ite blocks of several tons weight being 
washed out of ‘place in spite of the 
iron work and cement which held them, 
and little more than the bare founda- 
tion remaining. The oldest veteran 
seamen admit that they do not remem- 
ber having seen worse weather and 
heavier seas off the English coast. 

Great danger was experienced by pe- 
destrians on the streets of Dover, ow- 
ing to falling tiles, slates and bricks 
from chimneys which had been toppled 
over by the howling wind. A number 
of more or less serious accidents have 
been reported. In one street it has 
been reported by the police that a 
stack of brick chimneys were hurled 
down with such forte that it smashed 
in a roof upon which it fell and buried 
in the ruins the inmates of the house— 
a number of women .and childrei—who 
were badly injured by the crashing 
rafters and tiles. ° : 

At Summerland the hurricane un- 
roofed a factory, the tall chimney of 
which fell upona house and seriously 
injured four persons. 

This afternoon the gale in the channel 
was increasing, and all steamers were 
forced to make some harbor. | 

Additional reports from Glasgow say 
that the storm is undoubtedly the most 
severe since the terrible Tay bridge 
disaster. The ship Urania broke from 
her moorings and crashed into the 
Italian barkentine Girolmira. ‘The lat- 
ter's foremast snapped, and the vessel 
was completely dismasted. Both ves- 
sels then drifteddown the stream, the 
crews being utterly. powerless to con- 
trolthem. Finally the Urania washed 
into the sheds of the Anchor Line 
Steamship Company, and this enabled 
her to be captured and made fast. 

Two coasting vessels have foundered 
in Loch Loxg, a branch of the Firth of 
Clyde, and six of their crews have been 
drowned. 

The ship Helen Brown capsized at 


Glasgow, and over a dozen yachts, a]_ 


number of coasting vessels and many 
lighters are ashore on the Clyde. Four 
of the stranded lighters have already 
sunk and several others are almost cer- 
tain to become total wrecks. 

The steamship Anchoria of the Anchor 
line grounded at Greenock. Owing to 
the force of the hurricane all incoming 
steamers report having encountered 
fearful weather. 

Telegrams from Wellingborough on 
the Northwestern Railroad state that 
the theater there has been blown down. 
The large audience had barely left the 
building when a fearful blast swept 
down and reduced it to a shapeless pile 
of lumber and brick¢. Had the build- 
ing fallen a moment sooner a number 
of people would have been buried inthe 
ruins.

The St. James Gazette says: ‘Not 
within recent memory has sucha or 
storm raged in England, and a terrible 
catalogue of disasters at sea is to be 
expected. Great damage has been done 
in many parts of the country.”

A Bad Wreck on the Baltimore and 
Ohio Road.

The Vessel a Tramp Steamer Called 
the City of Rome. 


A Report That the Anchor Liner of That

Sr. Jonns, (N. F.,) Oct. 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.| It was reported 
here today that the Anchor line 
steamer City of Rome, Capt. Young, 
which sailed from New York October 
10, for Liverpool, had been lost off St. 
St. Shotts is eighty miles in a 
direct line southwest of St. Johns. 
The nearest point of importance is Tre- 
passy, which is at the head of the bay 
running in between Capes Race and 
Pine, and about twenty miles from 
where the City of Rome was said to be 
lost. 

Later in the day it was learned that 
a man by the name of John Brennan, 
belonging to Sligo, Ireland, arrived at 
Trepassy this morning from Peter’s 
River. He says he is the oply sur- 
vivor of the crew of forty-three 
men of the steamer City of 
Rome which became a total 
wreck on Monday night at Marine 
Cove, St. Mary’s Bay. He says the 
captain and crew, officers and all were 
drunk andunable to save themselves. 
He was thrown upon a cliff and rescued 
by a man on Tuesday morning. The 
City of Rome had on board 575 head 
of cattle, a quantity of flour and Indian 
corn. The man tells a most pitiful tale 
about the struggle the crew,had among 
the bullocks trying to save themselves.

A SCARE IN NEW YORK. 

New York, Oct. 14.—When the dis- 

patches from St. Johns gave meager 

statement that the City of Rome had 

foundered it was immediately believed

unusually strong hurricane and either 
run ashore or gone down with 
passengers and crew. Excitement was 
intense throughéut this city and Brook- 
lyn.

It was at first given out 
that the vessel ashore was the Citta di 
Roma. This steamer sailed on the 24d 
from New Orleans for Bordeaux. On 
the Oth of September she left Norfolk.

WAS A- TRAMP STEAMER. 

Finally Mr. Connelly of Henderson 
Bros., stated that he had received a 
private cablegram. from St. Johns, 
which put the matter at rest-so far as 
the Anchor line was coucerned. The 
cable stated that the vessel ashore 
was a cattle steamer from Mon- 
treal. This tramp steamship had 
no register at Lloyd’s, but was named 
the City of Rome. It had 575 cattle on 
board. The captain of the vessel was 
named Nelly, and it is reported that he 
was drowned with the first officer.

A Young Lady from San Diego Who 


Wants Justice, 


The “Old Judge” Roundly Abused by 


the “Countess.” 


Threats of Cow-hiding Before the Matter 
is Almost & Fight In the 
Courtroom-New Facts 
Brought Out. 


There were several sensational de- 
velopments in the Hunsaker embezzle- 
ment case yesterday and it is more than 
probable that there will be blood, in 
moon before the 
matter is settled, as the “Countess"’ and 
her sister have been reinforced by a 
Miss Frazier cof San Diego and her 
brother-in-law, who appeared in the 
court-room shortly before the case was 
called, and created quite a sensation 
inthe camp of the Hunsakers, Miss 
Frazier isarather pretty little brunette. 
She dresses stylishly in black and makes 
a fine appearance. 

She and her brother-in-law took seats 
inside the rail and opposite the 

ufisakers. For fully three minutes she 
kept her bright eves fixed on Ben Hun- 
saker and the workings of her face 
showed that she had no love for that in- 
dividual, 

As soon as the Court ordered the case 
proceeded with, Mr. Stephens, for the 
defense, rose and asked that all wit- 


{nesses in the case be excluded from the 


court room. 


The Court. Have you any witnesses 
in the room, Mr. Phibbs? 
Mr. Phibbs. No, sir; I believe not. 


Mr. Stephens. I would like t@know 
if you int end calling on that lady. 

Mr. Phibbs. I don’t think we shall. 

The answer did not seemto please the 
learned counsel for the defendant, and 
addressing the “Court, he said: ‘Your 
Honor, there sits the woman who claims 
to be the wife of Ben Hunsaker, and be- 
side her is her brother-in-law, Both 
have come here from San Diego. Now 
I want to know if they have: been called 
a distance of 120 miles for nothing, and 
I insist that they retire from the court 
room,’’ 

The Court was about to instruct them 
to retire, when Mr. Phibbs’s assistant 
jumped to his feet and exclaimed: 
“That is Miss Frazier, and she is here 
to see that justice is meted out to Ben 
Hunsaker, and the gentleman by her 
side is her brother-in-law.’’ 

This statement created quite a breeze 
inthe courtfoom, but before a climax 
was reached, the Court ordered the at- 
torneys to proceed with the case, and 
Mr. Phibbs announced that Miss Frazier 
would not be called as a witness in the 
case. 

The 
cross-examination and the rest of the 
forenoon was occupied on the part 
of the defense in trying to break 
down her testimony, but she held her 
own and her story was not shaken when 
-the noon recess was taken. 

Another sensation was created as the 
parties to the case were making their 
way out of the room.

The Countess. I did not. 

Witness did not consent on-either the 
11th or 14th of September for Ben to 
get hera partner in the saloon. She 
and Ben did talk about his getting her 
a partner on the 24th of September. 

On re-direct examination witness ex- 


| plained the conversation had with Ben 


on the 24th of September by saying 


-+that in the evening he came to her room 
and snatched $100 out of her hand and ~ 
‘| said he would turn everthing over to 


her. Hethen asked her to go out to 
drive and they had a little glass of beer. 
She asked him why he had bought ali 
the clothes for his folks and he replied 
that he had to repay them for coming 
down here, andthen he drew a pistol 
on her. .He also bought one of his 
brothers a #40 chain. Hesaid it was 
all right, and that he could sell the 
place at any time for $9000. The con- 
versation about a partner was onthe 
day of Ben’sarrest. She did not know 
that Ben claimed to be a partner until 
after hisarrest. On the Sunday even- 
ing after Ben’s, arrest he visited her 
room and called her outinthehall. He 
was crying, and made such a noise that 
the landlady came out and told them to 
goinherroom. He begged her not to 
prosecute him, and said she would ruin 


both of them. He almost got on his. 


knees and said she would ruin him for 
life if she sent him to State's prison. 
On re-cross-examination she stated 
that she did not offer to withdraw the 
charges if he would turn the_ business 
overtoher. The night Ben snatched 
#100 from her, she was out after him 


trying to getthe money back. She.was 
out until daylight in the morning.

Elections are to be held in the United 
States on the Srd of next month as fol- 
lows: 

Virginia will elect one-half of its Sen- 
ate and a full house of delegates. 

Iowa will elect a governor and other 
State officers and a: legislature. 

Massachusetts will also hold a gen- 
eral State election. 

Mississippi will elect three railroad 
commissioners and a legislature. 

Nebraska will elect an associate jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court and two re- 
gents of the State University. 

New Jersey willelect a part of the 
Senate and the Assembly. 

Ohio will hold a general State elec- | 


| tion and vote upon a proposed amend- 
{Ment tothe Constitution providing for 


uniformity of taxation. Pennsylvania 
willelect a treasurer and an auditor- 
general, vote upon the question of hold- 
ing a constitutional convention and 
choose delegates to the same. New 
York will hold. a_ general election, 
choosing a governor, lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, secretary of: state, controller, 
treasurer, attorney-general. engineer, 
surveyor, the Senate, the Assembly, ten 
justices of the Supreme Court and a 
representative in Congress from the 
Tenth District. 3 

Maryland will elect a governor and 
other State officers and Legislature, 
and vote upon six proposed amend- 
ments to the Constitution. The first 
empowers the Governor to disapprove 
separate itemsin appropriation bills; 
the second restricts the exemption of 
corporations from taxation; the third 
provides for uniformity of taxation; 
the fourth relates to the election of 
county commissioners; the fifth author- 
izes the sale of the State’s interest in 
all works of internalimprovement; and 
the sixth empowers the Legislature to 
provide for the taxation of mortgages, 
if such taxation is imposed in the 
county grcity where the mortgaged 
property is situated. :

The Prison Ship Al-Ki and Her Muti- 
nous Crew Return. 


Illicit Sealers Havic~ *~ Hard Time to 
_ Dodge the Nine Warships That 
are Constantly Pa- 
trolling.

San Francisco, Oct. 14.—.[By the As- 
sociated Ptess.] This morning the 
steamer Al-Ki, Capt. Flummer, arrived 
from Ounalaska after a passage of nine 
days. The Ai-Kihas been stopping at 
Ounalaska as a prison ship, ¢hartered 
7 The 
steamer brought down Commander 
Meade, U.S.N., Lieuts. Turner and Pen- 
dleton of the marine corps, and United 
States District Judge Tarpley.,. 

Capt. Cochrane was in command ofa 
party of marinés, who will be trans- 
ferred to the marine barracks at Mare 
Island. The Al-Ki had also on board 
nine invalids, all belonging to different 
warships at Ounalaska. 

Capt. Plummer states that the Thetis | 
sailed from Ounajaska for this port on 
the 4th inst,, but was compelled to re- 
turn on account of bad weather. She 
intended to make another start as soon 
as the gale moderated. The Mohican 
interided sailing from Ounalaska on the 
10th inst. 

Capt. Plummer said: “The AI-Ki 
sailed from San Francisco on. the 22nd 
of June and made the run to Ounalaska 
in ten days. ‘ She lay there thirty-three 
days as.a prison ship for seized sealers. 
and in that time had on board three 
sealer’s crews belonging to the English 
schooner E. B. Marvin and the Ameri- 
can schooners Nympha and Ethel. On 
August 14,we sailed for Sitka with the 
Ethel and Nympha in tow, and arrived 
on August 10 at noon with no mishaps. 

“On. August 11 the crew of the Al-Ki 
refused to do duty, and the firemen and 
coal passers also. Iput six of the crew 
in jailaid on the 12thof August they 
were taken outand put on board the 
Mohican. I managed to get acrew 
from the schooner Nympha ard put 
them on board, but the firemen and coal 
passers refused to let them work and 
would not work themselves. It was 
nothing more nor less than a ‘mutiny. 
‘The men expected to live on fresh meat, 
which was almost impossible to get in 
those waters. Some concessions were 


made and we sailed from Sitka August 


15 and arrived at Ounalaska Auzust 20. 

‘While lying at Ounalaska there were 
at times as many as fifteen ships in 
port, and during the summer as many 
as fifty-four ships have been in Ouna- 


hard time to dodge so many warships. 
for there were nine of them, English 
and American, cruising. 

“On July 4, at Ounalaska, the crew 
refused to obey some necessary order 
issued by the first officer, I found it 
necessary to call on Capt. Cochrane, 
and he told me the next time the crew 
revolted to put every one of them on 
shore and he would give whatever as- 
sistance was desired to getthe ship 
back to San Francisco. 
crew heard this, matters changed and 
no further difficulty arose.

The committee asserts 
that the. stockholders will’ not lose 
money by closing on Sundays, and they © 
beli¢ve that many of the exhibitors 
from Great Britian and other Christian 
jands will refuse to expose their exhib- | 
its on Sunday, which would be’ unsatis- 
factory to visitors.. 

After some debate the report was 
adopted unanimously. 
The Business Committee next reported . 
back the resolution 6n the subject’ of . 
Methodist federation. It recites that . 
the conference recognizes the desire 
for Christian coéperation among evan- 
gelical churches, and especially among 
the various Methodist churches; that 
while the time for organic union might 
not have arrived yet, concerted action °* 
is now possible. Therefore it was 
recommended that the -conference con- 
sider whether such concerted action be 
possible, and, if so, by what means and — 
ways. The secretaries, were also di-: 
rected to send copies of the resolution 
to the senor bishops and presidents of

upon the salvation of the children. By 
a strange irony, in Victoria they .took 
the Bible from the hands of the school 
children only to thrust it into the 
hands of the criminal when he entered 
the jail. The Bible was being. driven 
out of thé public schools in America, —

Shall They Leave the Land of 
Their Birth, 


And Go toa Strange Country in Search 
| of Homes?

The New-fangled “Colored Mexican Colo- 
nization Company” Hauled Over the 
bya Clear-headed Col- 

ored Man. 


Los ANGELES, Oct. 12.—[To the Ed- 
itorof Tue Times.] Of late I have 
heard so much about the great necessity 
of removing the negroes from the 
South, and colonizing them in various 
parts of this and other adjacent repub- 
lics, that Ihave concluded to express 
an opinion with regard to the matter. 

The latest scheme sprung on the col- 
ored population of Los Angeles, since 
the ubiquitous R. C. O. Benjamin swept 
through our midst on a scent that, for- 
tunately for the community, led him 
further southward, is known as the ‘‘Col- 
ored Mexican Colonization Company,”’ 
which was duly organized and incor- 
porated under the laws of this State, in 
the city of San Diego, a little less than 
amonth ago. I am recently from a 
public meeting which was called by its 
president, E. Wilson of Coronado Beach. 

The meeting was first addressed by 
Rev. C. M. Anderson of the Second Bap- 
tist Church. He expressed himself as 
being anxious to sce the colored peo- 


| ple leave America and go where they 


can be men, as they certainly cannot 
be here. Following him came Elder 
Pointer of the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church, who grew very en- 
thusiastic in his approval of what he 
considers a grand opportunity for the 
negro race, and pledged all his physical 
and mental energy to carry it to a suc- 
cessful issue. Next came Judge J. M. 
Soto of San Diego, who, in a broken 
manner, explained the colonization laws 
of Mexico. Hespoke apparently in an 
earnest manner of the project and its 
feasibility, giving an elaborate descrip- 


‘| tion, in his own peculiar way, of that

Indeed, the picture which he drew 
was so dazzling that I do not wonder at 
his being blinded to all the difficulties 
in the way, which have doubtlessly 
melted before his ardent imagination. 

If the sanguine projectors of this 
grand scheme of colonizing and expa- 
triating a race that has been here for 
270 years, and has increased until it 
has become like the stars of heaven for 
multitude, would stop and think for a 
moment what it means to colonize or 
expatriate a race of people, it would be 
time, money and unhappinesss saved to 
all concerned. 


The two races are necessary to each. 


other, and any policy which would sep- 
arate them would entail untold misery 
on succeeding generations. Therefore, 
I protest against all schemes calculated 
to induce th 
soil upon which they were _ born. 
I believe it to be high time 
that all agitators, white and black, 
should drop such visionary projects. 
and recognize the lignumvite fact, 
however unpleasant it may be, that the 
negroes are here, and here tostay; that 
they have as good a right to be here as 
anybody else; that they were born on 
this side. of the Atlantic; that they 
have no knowledge whatever of foreign 
lands; that the only country’ they 
know under the broad canopy of heaven 
is America, and that they have the 
right to say; ~‘‘Here my ancestral 
fathers- lived for many generations; 
here we were born; here our children 
were born, and, by the help of God, here 
we will live, and here we will die.”’ 

If they will only recognize the above 
fact as one that cannot be changed by 


any amount of agitation or litigation, 


the only remaining question is whether 
the two races can live side by side with- 
out constant friction. I believe they 
can and will, but not nntil education 
becomes general on both sides. 

Although the indefatigable agitator 
and colonizationist will tell us that it is 
simply an impossibility thatthe juxta- 
position of two races alien to each 
other in nature, asin blood, yet living 
on the’same soiland having the same 
rights, means perpetual war—a war 
like that between the Spaniards and 
the Moors, which lasted 800 years, to 
end like that, in the final extermina- 
tion of the ono or the other, I for one, 
repudiate the very idea. I cannot be- 
lieve such to be the inevitable doom of 
the black man on the American conti- 
nent. My great faithin the Christian 
spirit that prevades this whole land 
stifles any such unwarranted appre- 
hensions. 

From the background of a gloomy 
past, it is a relief. to turn our eyes to- 
ward a brighter future. It has been 
only a little « over a quarter ofa cen- 
tury since we received our freedom. 
Since then we have been, as it were, on 
trial to prove whetherorno we are 


worthy of the liberty which has been + 


given us through the intervention of 
divine providence, or whether it were 
better that we had been kept in bond- 
age. And with all our imperfections 
and utter ignorance on the start, I 
maintain that we have stood the test 
admirably. 

We have proved ourselves not only 
good hands at our old business of the 
shovel and hoe, but have demonstrated 
to the world considerable accumulative 
ability, a remarkable aptitude for 
learning and wonderful staying quali- 


ties. In proof of which it is only nec- 
essary to cite one single instance. In 
Georgia the negroes pay taxes on 


$10,000,000 worth of property, and 
as property subject to taxation is gen- 
erally estimated at about one-half its 


valve, this would indicate that the ne- 


groes of one Southern State alone are 
worth $20,000,000. Does that look 
like retrogression or a dead standstill? 
If not, then it must look like an onward 
march in the right direction. 

Northern and Western negroes com- 
plain bitterly about not being permitted 
to enter the various avenues of indus- 
try. Their sons are denied apprentice- 
ships in the various shops, and their 
daughters are denied employment in 
the various avenues of industry pecu- 
liar to their sex! 

In Georgia the negroés encounter no 
such barriers. They can enter any 
trade, and if they become first-class me- 
chanics, can always find plenty to do. 
Why then, perstiade them to leave? In 
view of the above facts there is but one 
conclusion at which a sane man can 
arrive and that - is. nortnern and 
western competition is harderon the 
negro than southern prejudice: and 
being tae case, with frank- 


e negroes to dbanden-«the 


ness, Isay to those who are always 
fhowling about the disadvantages and 
perplexities besetting our race in the 
South, that there is light breaking all 
along the southern horizon favorable to 
the negroes, and instead of trying to in- 
duce them to abandon the soil, whose 
fofests they fill, and whose lowlands it 
was theirs to clear, they had better be- 
stir themselves or the southern negroes 
will win the great race in an easy can- 
ter, notwithstanding the many draw- 
backs with which they have to contend. 
See to it that the rising generation 
attains toa higher standard of intelli- 
gence than you havedone, Teach them 
that ‘“‘mind—intelligent mind,” is one 
of God's most precious gifts to man, and 
that he demands of us its improvement. 
Teach them to be true to one another, 
> true to their friends. true to their God, 


nor colonization. 

If you have surplus money to invest, 
according to my notion, there is no 
place West of the Rocky Mountains 
where you can invest it to a better ad- 
vantage than right here in Los Angeles. 

‘‘Mexico on the whole is badly supplied 
with water, and since the Mexicans have 
discontinued the system of #rrigation, 
which was followed by the Aztec faces 
with so much success, many tracts have 
become barren and utterly unsuitable 
for human occupation. A great portion 
of the tableland can only be used for 
pasture. Springs are rare, and many 
of the rivers flow in deep mountain 
beds, without receiving smaller’ tribu- 
taries, while the rapid evaporation on 
a light soil covering porous rocks leaves 
the surface dry, hot and unable to sup- 
port any vegetation beyond cactus and 
low prasses,** says its topographer.

The chamber has issued the following 
circular: 


The Chamber of Commerce of Los Ange- 
les is desirous of ascertaining what sec- 
tions of this county will make the. neces- 
Sary preparation for the establishing of 
beet-sugar factories, Capital cannot be in- 
duced togo into the building and equip- 
ment of a factory unless a satisfactory 
surety is given that several thousand acres 
in the immediate vicinity will be put into 
the cultivation of the sugar-beet. It will 
not meet the desired purpose to have this 
amount of land pledged by a single individ- 
ual, because of the question of labor. 
While it has been sufficiently demonstrated 
that the culture of the sugar beet is admir- 
ably adapted to this section, itis neverthe- 
less a matter of experiment tothe individ- 
ual grower, and to accomplish satisfactory 
results, care and attention are required of 
a sort that is not likely to be given by hired 
help as by the land-owner himself. 

With this plan in view, a circular has 
been prepared which will be given the 
widest possible circulation through the 
schools of the county. Itcontainsa blank 
form which the rachors are requested to 
fillout and then mail to the Chamber of 
Commerce. Inthis way a comparative es- 
timate can be made of the acreage that can 
be depended upon in the various sections of 
the county, and this will be made the basis 
of further investigation in the same line. 
Whenever the desired territory. is pledged 
in any locality, steps will be taken to plaee 
a factory there. 

The time for action in this matter is brief. 
The erection and equipment of a factory 
will take the greater part of a year. The 
beets which will be worked up next summer 
must be planted during the coming winter, 
and the seed must be brought trom Ger- 
many. 

The importance of the beet-sugar indus- 
try to Southern California can hardiy be 
overestimated. It isa crop that can be de- 
pended upon with unfailing regularity, and 
for which there is always a market in the 
neighborhood of a factory. The creation

SY 


“schools are being carried out as far as 


GEN, MCOOK’S REPORT, 


Army Operations in the Depart- 
ment of Arizona. 


The Commander’s Account of His 
Stewardship in 1890-91, 


Military Posts, Indian Reservations 
and Compulsory Education. 


Poor Scholars and Bad Soldiers—The Rec- 
- ord of Offenses—Some Kecom- 
X mendations and Com- 
ments, 


The full annual report of Brig. Gen. 
A. Mc. D. McCook, commanding the De- 
partment of Arizona, has just been 
received. The report contains much 
that is of interest beyond military cir- 
cles, as well as data of great value to the 
War Department. The General begins 
his report to the Major-General com- 
manding the army bya terse description 
of what constitutes the department un- 
der his command. 


The Department of Arizona consists 
of the Territories of Arizona and New 
Mexico, with that portion of the State 
of California which is south of the 85th 
parallel, -comprising a total area of 
275,010 square miles. Within this 
area are Indian reservations covering 
26,303 square miles. with an Indian 
population numbering 389.677.- At one 
time there were eighteen military posts 
in this department, but a number of 
them have been abandoned and the 
buildings and reservations upon which 
they stood turned over to the Interior 
Department, to relieve the army from 
the expense of taking care of them. 

Ten of the eighteen posts are now 
occupied by troops; one of them at San 
Diego, where there are no officers’ quar- 
ters, and only barracks for the enlisted 
men of one company. The General de- 
votes considerable attention to the de- | 
fenseless condition of San Diego. har- 
bor, and relates the incident of the 
Itata and the United States deputy 
marshal to illustrate the need of sev- 
eral land batteries, properly armed and 
manned, to effectually protect the post. 

The various forts of Arizona and New 
Mexico are given each a brief descrip- 
tion, and certain recommendations are 
made in regard to needed betterments 
for the good of the service. Following 
this Gen. McCook speaks of the various 
Indian tribes occupying the reserva- 
tions, and gives a_ brief account of the 
tribal outbreaks which have occurred 
among some of them. 

A good word is said for the school es- 
tablished at Kearns Cafion for the edu- 

cation of children from the Moqui 
villages, and it is recommended that it 
should be encouraged morally, phy- 
sically and financially. The General's 
report concludes by alluding to the 
faithful performance of duties by the 
staff officers and his aids de camp. 

ON POST SCHOOLS. 
Assletant Adjt.-Gen. H. C. Corbin sub- 
mits to the commanding general con- 
solidated school reports from the sev- 
eral posts of the department. It is evi- 
dent, he says, thatthe orders of the 
War Department in relation to post 


conditions will permit, and the school 
attendance is greater this year than 
last. But the fact is clearly set forth 
that the gentlemen of the department 
without exception, entertain serious 
doubts that compulsory education in the 
army-benefits neither the service nor 
the soldier. Adjt.-Gen. Corbin, as su- 
perintendent of the post schools, finds 
that as the men enlist in the army to” 
‘‘soldier’’ solely, they look with suspi- 
cion upon anything that is foreign to 
their ideas of what pertains to the ser- 
vice. Others, he says, hide under the 
cover of a pretended desire to recive in- 
struction and thereby escape the more 
arduous duties of the better and 
soldier; feign an interest in the Snel 
board rather than do their share of fa- 
tigue, thus breeding dissatisfaction 
among the good soldiers. 

It is his belief that schools should be 
continued at all the posts, for voluntary 
attendance of soldiers and children, but 
that provision be made only for a pri- 
mary course, Atthe iarger posts he 
would recommend annually a course of 
lectures or essays from each of the 
commissioned officers of the posts, to 
the assembled garrisons—officers and 
men; these essays to be open to debate 
and to be fully discussed. And, in addi- 
tion, he would have provided at such 
posts a good and sufficient library, such 
as would enable either officers or en- 
listed men to pursue with success any 
ordinary course of study or investiga- 
tion. This way would be attractive 
and would without doubt attract the at- 
tention of all thinking men, and bring 
all together in harmony in the pursuit 
of a better education. 

The consensus of opinion gathered 
from the reports, each post bears out 
Adjt-Gen. Corbin’s conclusions in re- 
gard to the educational feature of the 
service. 

FIELD SERVICE. 

Department Inspector Adna R. Chaf- 
fee reports on various topics, including 
transportation of company property, 
schools, ‘messing, desertions, canteens, 
gymnasiums, horse equipments, 
nance stores and mess pans. He recom- 
mends a more systematic means of 
packing and transporting company prop- 
erty. Under the head of ‘instruction’ 
Maj. Chaffee says that the cavalry does 
not receive the amount of instruction 
it should have in batalion and at the 
trot and gallop. Officers and men, he 
thinks, should ride the trot oftener and 
for longer distances than is usually 
practicable on post drill grounds, in 
order that the exertion necessary to 
harden and fit men and horses for sud- 
den work, 


rapid marches, may 
be obtained. He finds that _in- 
struction in the charge al- 
most wholly neglected, being re- 


garded by a good many officers at least, 
as a waste of time and an unnecessary 
risk for men and horses in practice. 
‘Since the close of the War of the Re- 
bellion,’’ he says, ‘‘our troops have 
proceeded too much at the walk, car-. 
bine in hand. It is time to lengthen 
rein and recover something of the bold- 
ness in horsemanship that properly 
belongs to mounted troops. It- can be 
done by frequently practicing the 
charge. The importance of excellent 
line riding, pace, seat and _ skilful 
point does not seem to be appreciated 
as it ought to be by the cavalry troops~ 
in this department.”’ 

Speaking of messing the Major thinks 
there is not a shadow of doubt that 
the supply of fresh vegetables, author- 
ized by act of.Congress of June 16, 
1890, and consequent improvement of 
the company messes, has greatly con- 
tributed to making the enlisted man 
more contented with his engagement. 


careful supervision of the messes by 
the officers, and other funds received 
from canteens,,the variety of food is 
now much greater than formerly, and is 
inall respects sufficient. He concludes 
his report by certain recommendations 
as to reducing the size of mess pans. 

Capt. HK. Bailey gives. a tabulated 
report of the ‘‘criminal’’ record in the 
department, giving the number of 
offenses for which men weretried. For 
being absent without leave, 34° men 
were tried; ,for desertion, 20; for diso- 
bedience, 21; for writing letters cone 
taining false statements, %6. There 
were 94 desertions from the different 
organizations’ serving in the depart- 
ment, for which it seems only 20 men 
were recaptured and tried, 

The report of. Quartermaster A. S. 
Kimball is voluminous and exhaustive, 
going into all the details of his office, 
as is also the report of Medical Direc- 
tor Joseph R. Smith.

San Francisco's New Scheme to Rob the 
Interior. 
{[Sacrament) Récord-Union.] 

Before the era of railroad communica- 
tion with the Eastern States, San Fran- 
cisco was par excellence the metropoli- 
tan distributing center of the Pacific 
Coast. The commerce of this Coast en- 
tered at the Golden Gate. and departed 
by the same way. Our products were 
carried by sea around the Horn. except 
as toa small tonnage of higher class 
which went by steamer and rail across 
the isthmus; but the import and export 
business was through the port of San 
Francisco. The completion of overland 
railroad connection proved that the rail- 


ocean, since the great 
tonnage is carried by rail; 
the change of route taken by the 
commerce, both import and export, af- 
fected materially the relation of the 
city of San Francisco to its - interior 
suppoiting country. San _ Francisco 
claimed from the outset the exclusive 
right of being regarded an ocean com- 
peting point, and desired that the ton- 
nage carried by rail should be carried 
through to San Francisco at less rates 
than to interior points, so as to extend 
the supremacy of that city as a distrib- 
uting center. This was found to be im- 
practicable, because at such cities as 
San José, Stockton, Sacramento, Marys- 
ville and other points water competi- 
tion wasmet. Thatisto say, the rate 
by ocean and to Sacramento was less 
than by ocean and to Reno, Therefore 
the rate from eastern through points to 
California had to be adjusted to meet 
this competition. Out of these physi-

cal facts; out of the natural ad- 
vantages possessed by San José, 
Stockton, Marysville and other 
places, grew the establishment of 


through points, towhich freights were 
carried atrates exactly, corresponding 
to those accorded “San Francisco. By 
this means these points became distri- 
buting centers, and to that extent be- 
came metropolitan centers, enjoying 
allthe advantages possessed by San 
Francisco. The latter city has forever 
been restive under this conditon of 
affairs. It believed itself endowed 


buting center. It did not believe that 
Sacramento should have the same rate 
of overland carriage accorded to San 
Francisco, and enjoy the additional ad- 
vantage of lower local rates by regson 
of the shorter distance to _ interior 
points.

San Diego, Portland, Tacoma and Seat- 
tle and points analogously located with 
reference to commercial advantages, 
are distributing, centers by the force 
of uncontrollable circum$tances.

| addition, Sacramento, Stockton, Marys-

These advant- 
ages are inherent. They are the full 
and free concession of the Transconti- 
nental Association.

The Chances for an Agreement Re- 
garded as Uncertain. 


Regular Weekly Meetings of the Police 
and Fire Commissioners—Charges 
Against Officers—Saloon Busi- 
ness-——Suspensions. 


A conference between the tmembers 
of the City Council and Dan Freeman, 
the owner of the Centinela ranch, 
relative «cight of way for the pro- 
posed outfall sewer to tite sea through 
his property, was held yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The conference was more in the 
nature of an informal discussion with a 
view to arriving at some sort of an 
understanding on which the parties in 
interest could negotiate. The Council- 
men were of the opinion that 84 per 
head of 100 miner's inches was a 
reasonable price, while Mr, Freeman 
Was positive that no one could pay this 
price and make anything out of it. It 
was urged on the one side that this was 
the rate now being charged in the city, 
but against this it was argued that while 
thesame amount of money was charged 
per. head, the amount of water was two 
or three times as much, the diyches 
running full. The Councilmen were 
unanimous against any proposition in- 
volving more than a five-year contract. 
Mr. Freeeman stated plainly that he 
had not given the matter sufficient 
thought to submit a definite proposition 
of any kind at this time. He is opposed 
to the sewer passing through his prop- 
erty at all, but as there has »een some 
talk about the Council fighting jts way 
through, he thought it best to talk over 
matters and see if some sort: of an 
equitable arrangement could not be 
made.

were submitted to Mr. Freeman, that 


gentlemgn to give his answer definitely 
ina week: 

First-—-What sum he wants to allow 
the sewer and lateral to go through his 
property without his using the water. 

Second—How much with his using the 
water. 

-Third—What sum he will accept pro- 
vided the outfall strikes the sea half a 
mile below his ranch, so that his villa 
sites will not be impaired. 

Fourth—What he is willing to pay for. 
the use of the sewage or water. 

After the conference several of the 
Councilmen were seen by a TIMES re- 
porter, and when asked as to the result, 
replied that the outlook fora settle- 
ment was not bright. While Mr. Free- 
man did not say soin so many words, 
from remarks made by him they were 
of the opinion that he would not grant 
a right of way for less than $200,000, 
and might ask more. this should 
prove correct, it is more than probable 
that condemnation proceedings will at 
once be commenced.

FINANCIAL AND 
OFric THE TIMES, 
Los ANGELES, Oct. 14, 1891. 

The new crop of beans is meeting with 
slow sales just at present, and pricés are 
rather low, although not especially so far 
_thisseason. The San Francisco market ts 
overstocked, and for the time being the bot- 
tom seems to have dropped out there. The 
cause is lack of demand from the East. It 
‘{s too early to deterimine the amount of the 
eastern crop, and unt{l that is approxt- 
mately known, dealers are disposed to go 
very slow in sending orders to Caliiornia, 
The yield in this State is not thought to be 
unusually large. It ts estimated that the 
Santa Barbara and Ventura crops are about 
average. Inthis county the vield of small 
Navy, pink and Lima beans is thought to be 
larger than in any former year, but this is 
due mainly to an increased acreage planted. 
Asa wholethere is ro over-production in 
the State, and unless the eastern crop, 
which is believed to be a large one, should 
prove something unprecedented, there ts 
good reason to expect higher prices for Cal- 
ifornia growers who can hold their product 
a few weeks longer. 

The New York Commercial Bulletin has 
the following on the tricks of the raisin 
trade in that city: 

“Reference has been frequently made in 
this column to the peculiar methods of some 
sellers of California raisins, among which 
was the offering of goods at extremely low 
_ prices, with a guarantee that the fruit 
should be “as good as any packed in Califor- 
nia."' Some jobbers ventured to place or- 
ders on such representations, but the inno- 
vation failed tostrikethe trade in general 
as one with which any risk could be taken, 

- Packers of first-class goods and their local 
selling agents have, however, made an in- 
vestigation and the result of their labors 
may beelooked upon as private property, 

The Bulletin takes the liberty of placing a 
few plain facts before buyers. 
agents have been self-interested enough to 
secure samples of the raisins already ship- 

ped out in delivery of the “good as 
any”? contracts. They have also placed 
on exhibition samples of first-class 
goous. Between the two as great a differ- 
ence as between day and night is plainly 
visible. Several samples of the 4‘good as 
any’ are really nothing better than two-
